In discuaalag tax questiont in Ken- 
tucky and elaewhere, frequent refer- 
ence Is made to the "Koneral property 
tax." This is the kind of sysfeiii 
Kentucky has tn forcr. it is the sys- 
tem that la in force in moat of tbe 
states. 

Briefly, tha iwimral praporty tax is 
a unitorm ad valorem tax levied upon 
all classes of property alike, regard- 
less of the nature, of the earning ca- 
pacity or of the tangible or IntanKible 
character of the property. The taxing 
authority of a state, for Instance, will 
levy a tax of 50 cents. This tax is to 
fall upon every kind of property alike. 
Everything of value, whether real es- 
tate, money In bank. Betas, bonds, 
mortgagee, aharea of atoek, Uto atock, 
wagona, oarriagea. Jewelry, furniture, 
any sort of peraonal property, or fran- 
chises of corporatictns Is called prop 
erty and must pay this tax. This Is 
the Kciieia! property tax The Keiieral 
proi)erty tax Is, thiM( fnve. the levyhiK 
of a uniform ad valorem tax on all 
properly for all purposes. 

As distinct from this aystem is the 
■ystom of olaaaltylng property, raising 
state roTenues from on* Und of prop- 
erty, county rerenoea from another 
kind of property and city revenuea 
from still another kind, and also the 
raising of revenires by s|)eclal taxes 
of various kinds. The argument In 
the tax world today Is between these 
two systems of raising the public rev- 
enue. 

The Kentucky aystem la tb* general 
property ta . Onr eonatttntkm binds 

ua to the levy of a uniform ad valorem 
tax on all property of every kind for 
all puriwses If a piece of property 
located in the city Is taxed for one 
purpose. It must be taxed for all. If 
it ia a property-earning 6 per cent re- 
turn to its owner, it must pay the 
same tax aa property earning 20 per 
cent. If It la a Und that can be rt- 
moTod or bidden It ia taxed tb* aame 
aa real eatate— If It can be ftmnd. No 
diatlnotlon is made on any account 
whatever; all property must pay the 
same rate. 

This sounds like a very fair systpm, 
and in theory. It is fairness Itself, Hut 
Its oporatlon. In the opinion of those 
who have studied the question, not lu 
Kentucky only but in every state In 
the Unhm, baa not borne out the 
promise made tor It The ayatam has 
iMen abandoned In PennaylTania. Con 
necticui, Delaware, New Jeraey, Wis 
consin, Oregon, and partially in a num- 
ber of othiT states. T)u' rapid ten- 
dency of the states is to Ret away 
from It, as iiiipossible and iiupiacii- 
cable. Nearly every state ihai has a 
tax commission has d< i'iartd Itself 
very frankly on this question. A large 
number of states have within the last 
few years apr)polnted tax oommlaslons 
to carefully study the methoda of rais- 
ing public revenues and, almost in- 
variably, the reporis of these commis- 
sions have denoimced the general 
property tax system, the t-ystem that 
we have in Kentucky, as beiiiK absurd, 
impoaalble of enforcement and unjust 
in ita operation. 

Deneunced by Supreme Court 

The aupreme court of tbe . United 
Statea l^s the way in denouncing 
the system. In its opinion In tbe case 
of the Pacific Expreaa Co. va. Selbert, 
the court s.iid: 

"This coi.it has r»'i"'aledly laid 
down the doctrine that diversity of 
taxation, both with respect to the 
amount Imposed and tbe various spe- 
clea of property selected either for 
bearing lt8«burdena or being exempt 
from them, la not inconslatent with a 
perfect uniformity and equality of tax- 
ation In the proper sense of those 
terms; and that a system which im- 
poses ihe same lax upon every species 
of property, irre-ipective of Its nature 
or condition or class, will be ilestnic 
tive of the principle of unifoimlly and 
equality In taxation and of a jusi 
adaptation of property to Its burdens." 

An Illinois tax commission has de- 
clared that the uniform ad valorem 
general property tax, the system that 
we have also In Kentucky, "Is de- 
baiicliiii;; Ui tlie ( unsi'lence anil sub- 
versiv"! to the imljlie Miiirals--a s(^ho()l 
for perjury, priiiiM.t. d \r. law." 

An Chlo tax commission has de- 
nounced it aa "imposing unjust bur- 
dena on the man who la aerupulously 
honeat," and Ohio is engaged In an 
effort to get rid of it. 

A New Hampshire tax oommisaion 
deplDres its "corrupting and demoral- 
izing intluence." 

A New York tax commission says: 
"It puts a prendum on perjury and a 
penalty on Integrity." 

In aa addresa to the general aaaem- 
Ur ot Maryland. Riehard T. Bly. one 
of tha greateat of onr pnblleiata, aaid : 
"Tbe one uniform tax on all property 
aa an exclusive source of revenue 
never hss worked well in any modern 
community or state In the entire civ- 
ilized world, though it has been tried 
thousands of times, and although all 
the mental resourcea of able men have 
been employed to make it work well." 

Prof. B. A. Aagell, late tas eoateis- 
■loner of Ohio, aaid la an arttele in 
the Independent: "Tbe Indirect reaulta 
of the operation of the law have been 
to drive away large mases of capital 
from the state. It la estlniat«d that at 
least I200.a000.000 has been lost to 
Cleveland alone', aad aa much moro 
to Cinoinnatl." '

' FARMERS IN MANY STATES <• 
WANT RELIEF FROM UN- '< 
PAIR TAXATION.

Constitutional amendments are be- 
ing given thorough attention by farm- 
era of the country. la Ohio. Hob. F. 
A. Derthick, master of the State 
Orango, In discussing a proposition to 
permit of elaaalfleatiea of the aonroea 
of tax revenue, aaid: 

There ts a common ground upon 
which we can all stand. We must 
have In Increasing amount of revenue, 
and that means a more Just return of 
the property in the state. Where is 
the Injustice of laying a reasonable 
tax on the depoalta reported by the 
banka of the atate, the aame to be 
charged to depoaltoraT True, not all 
depoaitora are reaidenta of Ohio, hut 
they enjoy the protection of our laws 
and in large measure draw their In- 
terest from our people. 

"This could, at least, be done with 
resident depositors and they would 
be relieved from the temptation to 
oomnlt the crime of perjnry." 

The Kentucky Grange. 

The Kentucky State Griiiifie had this 
same subject iK-fore it at tli'' meeting 
held In Fri.nkfort October 21 to 23, 
l!t07 Mr. F. P. Wolcott. Master of 
the State Orange, diaouaaed the quea- 
tion In a very Intereating manner, aa 
followa: V 

"The order baa been moat active 
in behalf of th« Juat regulation of 
taxation, recognising that the farmer 
Is losiiiK more from our i)re8eiil sys- 
tem !iii(l has more to tjalu from the 
estahli.sliment of a just ;iiid e(piital)le 
system of taxation than has any oth- 
er class of citizens. The order In rep- 
resenting the agricultural claas, al- 
ways endeavors to be fair and hon- 
orable with all other intereata, and 
baa the right to demand like treat- 
ment in return. In nearly every statn 
In the Union the cry has been loud 
against unjust revenue laws, and 
steps are being taken to remvdy tbe 
evils. 

"Various State Granges have, by 
their action, declared It wrong to leg- 
islate into tbe organic lawa of a state 
any prorlaion whleb ahall exempt 
from taxation property aggregating 
vast sums, in the possesion of the 
wealthy, and often kept by them In- 
visible, thus IciivInK the small hold- 
ings of tlK' masses of people of mod- 
erate means to bear the burden of 
doubled taxation. 

"The preaent constitution of Ken- 
tucky binda ua to the general prop- 
erty tax — that If, to the ayatem of 
leiTlng the aame tax upon all classes 
of property for all purposes. There 
should be an amendment to our con- 
stitution which will allow the legisla- 
ture to separate the sources of reve- 
nue — that is. to raise the state reve- 
nue from certain classes of property, 
leaving other classes of property to 
be taxed for local purpoaea only. 

"It haa been argued by aome that 
this would throw too much power Into 
the hands of tbe legislature. Should 
such an amendment prevail, then 
would it devolve upon the voters of 
the state to pay slrictei- attention to 
the selection of their representatives 
than has obtained la tbe paat la both 
city and country. 

"The Kentucky 'State Jtofelopment 
aaaoelatloo aad other organliations 
have honored tbe Orange by placing 
upon its Joint oommlttee on taxation, 
a member of this order as represen- 
tative of the aKrIcultural interests of 
the state, and it is important that the 
views and demands of the farmers be 
clearly defined at this state session. 
It ia recommended tbat this body 
promptly aad emphatically take ac- 
tioa la fafor ot Just aad eqnitable 
reventie lawa, and for the eatablish- 
ment of an ofllelal tax commission, to 

be coriiposed of five meiiihers— four 
representing lespectlvely the gri-at 
Industries, aKri*'"lture, manufacturing, 
mining and commerce, and a fifth 
member, noted for the highest Integ- 
rity and for aoperior l«gal ability.
